THE VALLEY OF VISION

The campus includes facilities for language 
study, science laboratories, an art studio, library, student and 
faculty lounges, bookstore, administrative offices and one of 
the most adequately equipped theatres in the state. The latter 
seats 800 and serves for student theatrical and musical events 
in addition to providing for programs of community interest. 
There is planning in progress relative to further campus devel- 
opment to meet the continually growing demands of the 
University in the Valley Community. 

Over 300 students are enrolled in the South Bend College of 
Commerce which is a professional school of business educa- 
tion for high school and college graduates. This is a two-year 
co-educational institution founded in 1882 and designed to 
effectively prepare people for careers in business through 
Associate Degree programs in accounting, marketing, business 
management and secretarial science. Diploma courses include 
secretarial and stenographic studies, and junior accounting.

Both cities have mayor-council governmental systems dedi- 
cated to protection of the health, safety and welfare of the 
community as a whole. A proud accomplishment of South 
Bend's civic leaders is the development and maintenance of 
water and sewer systems capable of handling tomorrow's 
needs in consideration of a population growth of over 17 per 
cent. City officials have kept close watch over the requirements 
of the community during the course of its expansion and in so 
doing have been instrumental in gaining numerous street im- 
provements, highly developed parks, proper zoning beneficial 
to all, а respected judicial system and a highly capable School 
Board. 

South Bend's police establishment is manned by over 200 
well-trained officers and four canine units. Mobility is excellent, 
with 51 vehicles of various types deployed with uniformed 
police, detectives and special investigators. An efficient police 
radio system is maintained for interdepartmental communica- 
tion as well as contact with county, state and nearby city

police. 
Fire protection in South Bend is provided through 15 geo- 
graphically distributed stations operating 14 pumpers, two

high-pressure squads, one rescue truck, four aerial ladder 
trucks, an ambulet an two snorkel units. All are radio- 
equipped and a system of 451 alarm boxes is provided within 
the city. Personnel presently numbers nearly 300. 

The city of Mishawaka is constantly upgrading all facets 
of its municipal government and its services. New street and 
park lighting has accompanied a major program of street 
resurfacing with improved maintenance. Storm and sanitary 
sewers have recently been completed as part of this compre- 
hensive civic program. Mishawaka includes electric service 
with the water and sewer utilities under city administration. 
These utilities show a profit and pay taxes to the city, helping 
to keep the tax rate at a minimum. 

Mishawaka's 56-man police department operates six patrol 
cars, one ambulance, and one ambulet. Fire safety is in the 
capable hands of a 73-man fire fighting force with eight 
pieces of rolling stock in four strategically located stations. 

The expanding services rendered by 844 county employees 
have necessitated the construction of a new $7.9 million 
County-City building with centralized administrative offices for 
both South Bend and St. Joseph County. In addition, the 
county jail is located here with the sheriff's police force.
